REMARKS 

Claim 1 is ameaded. Claims 2 and 3 are cancelled. Claims 1, and 
4 ' 18 are pending in the case. 

Claims 1, 4 - 6 and 12 were rejected under 35 U.S.Q §102(b) as being 
anticipated by Shimizu (JP-1 0036851 A). Claims 1, 2, 4 - 6 and 11-13 were rejected 
xmder 35 U.S.C. §102(b) as beiog anticipated by (JP-10141644A). Claims 1, 4 -6 
and 1 1 - 12 were rejected under 35 U.S.C, §102(b) as besiaag anticipated by (JP- 
1 1 14S779A). Claims 3, 7 - 10 and 14 - 1 S were objected to as being dependent upon 
our rejected based claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form 
including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. Claim 1 
ha^ now beeaa amended to iadude all of the limitations of base claim I and allowable 
claim 3. Therefore, claim 1 is now believed to be allowable. Claims 4 - IS, which 
are xdtimately dependent upon claim 1, are also believed to be allowable. 

This Amendment should place this case in condition for passing to 
issue. Such action is requested.
